BiG PROGRAM FOR JERSEY MEEWNG 


New York, Sept. 16-—[Spectal.]—The d- 
vorce question, which has received so much 
attention recently throughout the country 
by reason of the Astor-Force case, will be 
given much consideration at the meeting of 
the governors of the United States, which 

President Taft's announcement yesterday 
at Beverly that he would demand uniform 
divorce laws in a speech to be given during 
his forthcoming trip west is expected to have 
a great influence upon the action of the gov- 
ernors at Spring Lake. 

It ie expected that clergymen and other 
Social reformers, with the president's an- 
nouncement as encouragement, will urge the 
matter strongly upon the governors. The 
correction of abuses in divorce is the purpose 
of the movements which have been agitating 
the country tn recent years. . 


One State Bars Divorce. 

Divorce is obtainable in every state and 
territery of the United States with the excep- 
tion of South Carolina. There have been only 
six years—from 1872 to 1878—in which a di- 
vorce could be obtained in South Carolina. 

In twenty-three states separation from bed 
and board is allowed. In seven jurisdictions 


‘the courts aer authorized to decree separate 


the same as sepera- 
| bed. and board.

Forty-two 
states declare drunkenness sufficient cause 
for divorce. Failure to provide for wife and 
familly is recognized by twenty-one states. 
In eighteen states no restraint is placed 
upon the immediate remarriage of either 
party.

President Taft's idea id that the uniform 
law of the most immediate importance is one 
specifically denying the right of divorced 
persons forbidden the right of remarriage 
in the state where they were divorced to re- 
marry in another state. 

In connection with the divorce problem. 
it was learned today that the marriage of 
Colonel John Jacob Astor and Miss Made- 
leine Force has given new impetus to the 
church federation movement for divorcee re- 
form.

Violate Closing Ordinance and 
Sell Liquor to Minors, 
Says Report. 


FACTS TO MAYOR. 
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yrs. Gertrude Howe Britton of 


Juvenile Body Investigates; 
Grills Police Laxity, 
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Many Chicago saloons continually violate 
ge 1 o'clock closing law and gell liquor to 
ginors, acording to a report of investigators, 
which Mrs. Gertrude Howe Britton, super- 
ptendent of the Juvenile Protective associ. 
gtion, made public yesterday. 

Mrs. Britton also made public letters which 
ghe sent to Chief of Police McWeeny and 
Mayor Harrison telling them of thé Wola 


cosa galoons against which the complaints 
are made are located near Riverview park. 
The investigators also reported that they 
found immora! dancing and gambling inside 
the park. Conditions found in the Idle Hour 
saloon, just outside the park grounds, are 
gescribed by Mrs. Britton in a letter sent to 
Chief McWeeny on July 10. 


Policeman Drinks After Hours. 

In this letter it is declared that investiga- 
tors went into the Idle Hour“ buffet Satur. 
day night, July 8, and remained there until 
9:16 o'clock Sunday morning. 

“The front doors were closed at 1:15," says 
Mrs. Britton in the letter, and the people 
were permitted to go in and out the back door 
until the hour mentioned above At 2:15 peo- 
pe received drinks. 

“On Sunday morning, a little after 1 o'clock, 
two policemen were outside of this place and 
geemed to do nothing in the way of enforcing 
tie 1 o'clock closing law. The numbers of 
these men were 4572 and 4449. Sunday night 
the same investigators stayed in this buffet 
until 1:35. At 1:25 officer No. 4572 came in 
and was served with a drink at the bar.“ 

A month later, Aug. 9, Mrs. Britton wrote 
to Mayor Harrison inclosing a copy of her 
letter to Chief McWeeny and telling him that 
ghe bed received no answer. 


Summary of Violations. 

Following is a summary of conditions Mrs. 
Britton says were found in saloons near the 
emusement park: 

Henry Dusing’s saloon, 801 North 
Western avenue—Closed at 2:50 a. m. on 
Aug. 26. Young girls and boys in plece 
between 1:45 and 3:10 a. m. on Aug. 12. 
Patrons admitted until 2:15 a. m. on 
Aug. 9. 

Browning's saloon, 3229 North West- 
ern avenue—Fifteen girls and boys, under 
18 years of age, found drinking on July 
2. Six couples under age drinking on 
Aug. 12. 

Riverview inn, Western avenue and 
Roscoe street—Four girls under 16 years 
old, escorted by boys about the same age, 
drinking on July 12. 

Whitehouse inn—Four girle under 18 
years of age drinking with boys of same 
age on July 12. Girls seen going from 
one saloon to another. 

Valentine's saloon, 2407 Belmont ave- 
nue—Reported open until 8 a. m. on 
Aug. 13. 

Altes lager beer garden—Boy, age 18, 
and girl, 19, entered garden about 12:30 
a.m. on July 5. Girl drank two glasses 
of port, a gin fizz, and two bottles off 
beer. The girl then became deatuiy 
sick,”’ says the investigator's report. 
“The boy said it was the first drink she 
bad ever touched 

Idle Hour saloonTwenty-six men and 
boys and eight couples entered this place 
through the rear door between 1:14 and 
155 a.m. on July 9. At 2:12 the proprietor 
called last call for drinks.“ At 2:16 he 
called, Hurry up, boys, we have to 
close. On Aug. 5 saloon was open until 
2:45 a.m. On Aug. 30 there were about 
twenty-five minors drinking in the place. 
On the night of July 12 two men, both in- 
toxicated, danced the grizzly bear be- 
fore a crowd of boys and girls about 18 
years of age.

W. H. Stevens of 426 Adgmson avenue and 
F. B. Sites of 1349 East Fifty-third street 
were rescued from Lake Michigan yesterday 
afternoon.

The occupants of the boat started toward 
them; then changed their minds and rowed 
away. Stevens, fearing he might slip from 
the canoe, took off his suit of clothes, which 
contained his gold watch and $10.

Headgear of Wennerstrom 
Found Near Where Auto 
Was Discovered.

SHOWS MEN LINGERED. 


Why They Remained Near ea 


for Several Days Mystery 
to Police. 


Mystery was added yesterday to the mur- 
der of Frederick Wennerstrom. It was dis- 
covered that four days after his death his 
cap was picked up within twenty feet of 
the spot where his car was found last Fri- 
day. At the time the car was not there, prov- 
ing that his murderers, at the risk of arrest, 
lingered about Cary at least four, and per- 
haps five or six days after the murder. 

What motive could have induced them to 
assume this danger the police do not even 
guess. If it can be discovered they believe 
the most important point will have been 
scored in the hunt for the slayers. 

The search for the body of John Ramler, 
kidnaped labor witness, was shifted in the 
afternoon from the Fox river to the sur- 
rounding woods. One more attempt at the 
river will be made today near the Algonquin 
dam, two miles from the bridge at Cary, 
where the chauffeur’s body was discovered. 


Brother Changes Murder Theory. 

It is still believed the murder was com- 
mitted by a gang of safeblowers or labor 
sluggers turned safeblowers, for whom Wen- 
nerstrom was acting as chauffeur, but their 
identity is more of a mystery than ever. 
C. C. Wennerstrom, a brother of the mur- 
dered man, admitted yesterday that he was 


convinced his brother had been killed. by 


yeggmen or sluggers.. 2 ö 


reasons. 

On Labor day, a day after the Alscovery of 
Wennerstrom’s body, Lester Adams of Bar- 
rington, III., picked.up a cap twenty feet 
from where the murdered chauffeur’s car was 
found four days later. He reported his 
find yesterday. The cap has been identified 
by d. J. Jeffers, a Chicago chauffeur, 2600 
Orchard street, as that of the dead man. In 
the center is a stain supposed to be blood. 
At the time Adams picked up the cap there 
Was no automobile in sight. Consequently 
Wenerstrom’s machine must have been 
driven to the spot where it was found at 
least four days after his murder, which is 
believed to have taken place Aug. 30. 


Elsner Confirms Story. 
Adams’ statement is confirmed by that of 
Oscar Elsner, a merchant of Cary, who 


passed the spot on Sunday and saw no auto- 


mobile. 

According to the police the murderers must 
have had some pressing business near Cary 
to run such a risk of discoverey. The only 
other explanation of their loitering is that 
they did not know Wennerstrom was dead. 
This theory, though, has been contradicted 
by a dozen clews which point to the other oc- 
cupants of the car as Wennerstrom’s mur- 
derers. 


Inspector Hunt on Case. 

Two hours after he arrivedin Chicago from 
his three weeks’ vacation at Mackinac island 
Inspector Nicholas Hunt was closeted with 
Capt. John J. Halpin in regard to the Wen- 
nerstrom murder. Capt. Halpin is aiding 
the McHenry county authorities in the search 
for the slayer or slayers of Frederick Wen- 
nerstrom, the Chicago automobile livery- 
man whose body was found a week ago yes- 
terday at Cary, III. Today Inspector Hunt 
will assume charge of the investigation.

Harvard and Cornell Men 
Deny There Is Excessive 
, Drinking There. 


OPPOSE OTHER CHARGES, 


Chicago Man Said to Have Made 
Error in His Inquiry 
Into Affairs. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—[{Special. ]—Indig- 
nant over the scathing denunciations voiced 
by R. T. Crane of Chicago, who claimed % 
per cent of college men drank and most were 
spendthrift profligates, professors fand 
alumni of Harvard college today expressed 
themselves as feeling the university life of 
America had been subjected to an unjust aa | 
misleading criticism. 

“To any one who has passed through Har- | 
vard and known the student life there the 
whole matter will look like a caricature of an 
exaggerated satire, such as the satire of 
Dean Swift on English court life,” éeclared 
a well known alumnus. 

“On the face of it the entire statement is 
absurd. A few nights spent in some mys- 
terious dives formed the groundwork for an 
arraignment of the whole higher educational 
life of America—the life which turned out our. 
presidents, our leading members of the judi- 
ciary, and the greatest forces for the uplift 
of the community. In all probability, as the 
season in which the purported scenes are sup- 
posed to have happened is that of the football 
fever, conditions in the dive were the same 
as elsewhere throughout Boston, when hun- 
dreds of vicious young men don a hat with a 
college hand, learn a few yells, and sally 

forth as students. Generally they never saw 
Harvard or any other college, except from 
the rear platform of a street car.“ 


Defends Students at Cornell. 

Ithaca, N. V., Sept. 10.—[{Special.}]—Prof. 
W. W. Rowiles, chairman of the committee 
on student affairs at Cornell university, said 

. Mr. Crane’s statements about Cornell were 
not justified by the facts and that they were 
un warranted. 

He was willing to say that the standard 
of morality among the young men of the 
university was high. It was as high as one 
might find anywhere in any community of 
men. 


DENIED BY CHICAGO MEN. 

Memberg of the faculties of several colleges 
and universities near Chicago yesterday said 
there was no basis for the charges made by 
R. T. Crane, so far as they apply to the 
schools of the middle west. 
I don’t think that any attention should 
be paid to Mr. Crane, Thomas F. Holgate, 
dean of the faculty at the Northwestern un- 
versity, said. s 

“I know that 50 per cent of the college 
body in the middle west are teetotalers and 
that less than 10 per cent ever get drunk at 
all. College officials are constantly working 
toward the prevention of drinking or other 
forms of debauchery among the students. 

Again, his statement that parent should 
consider what he claims before sending their 
boy to college would be good dévice were 
his statements true. Of course, any young 
man who is by nature upright and has enough 
self-control will leave the college as good, if 
not better, morally than when he entered.“ 


Says Charges Exaggerate. 

Prof. Malcolm McNeill of the Lake Forest 
university faculty said: 

“It is a big inference and undoubtedly 
greatly exaggerated. I haven't had time to 
look into his statement, and am not prepared 
to say wherein it is true or false, so I would 
not like to make a comment on his charges 
at this time.“ 

Members of the faculties of other schools 
made similar statements. None of the promi- 
nent members of the University of Chicago 
teaching body could be found yesterday. 
Several members of the board of trustees 
made statements similar to Prof. Holgate’s,

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by their representations to the Canadian 
tariff commission a few years ago not to 
put protective duty upon their products. The 
wheat growers of the northwest naturally 
have no apprehension of competifion, since 
they produce immense quantities of the 
cereals which they cannot possibly consume 
and which they prefer to dump into a nearby 
market rather than to pay the heavy freight 
rates of railroad and steamship to the British 
market. 
Value of Former Treaty. 

When the reciprocity treaty between Can- 
ada and the United States was in operation, 
almost half a century ago, there was no ques- 
tion as to its value to the Dominion. In 1865, 
when the treaty was denounced asa result of 
American sentiment, Canada bought from 
the United States goods worth $27,000,000 
and sold that country goods worth $33,000,000. 
N is the confident expectation of advocates 
of the present agreement that its operation 
will reduce greatly the unfavorable balance 
of trade against the Dominion. They are 
driving home in their speeches the betief that 
while for some products the British market 
is the best, a single market never can be as 
good as two. Canadian exporters of agricul- 
tural products are forced by the Aldrich law 
to pay a high duty. If the reciprocity agree- 
ment be adopted, this high duty will be re- 
moved. It is claimed there will be an im- 
mense expansion in Canadian trade in horses 
and cattle, in field crops. garden truck, fruits, 
and dairy and farm products generally: With 
a free market, the Liberals, who are support- 
ing the agreement, claim an early control of 
the American fancy cheese market, an in- 
creased sale of butter, a better price for 
hay, live stock, potatoes, apples, and other 
products. 


Benefit for Both Sides. 

In short, the trade arrangement is expected 
to give the producer a wider and more profit- 
able market in which to sell a great deal of 
his produce and a cheaper market in which 
to buy a large quantity of his supplies. It 
is reaiized.that the prices of grain, live stock 
and dairy produce, under normal conditions 
are much higher in the United States than 
in Canada. Indeed; there are farmers in this 
province who are withholding their crops for 
sale on the ground that when reciprocity 
enters into effect they will get more for them 
than they will at the present time. 

There are naturally calamity howlers in 
Canada as in the United States. Manufac- 
turers object to the slight cut in duties upon 
goods which they turn out, not because they 
believe this will provoke any more serious 
competition than exists at the present time. 
but because they apprehend the reciprocity 
‘agreement is the entering wedge which 
eventually will destroy the wall behind 
which they have grown and prospered. 
Officials of the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
are opposing reciprocity and, curiously 
. They are 
suspended between hope that the increased 
immigration which reciprocity will induce 
will lead to larger crops and heavier freight 
transportation and fear that the movement 
of freights will be reduced transcontinental- 
ly and increased north and south.

Before the beginning of the program yes- 
terday, Prof. Dresden explained the meaning 
of the music. Thus his audience was enabled 
to better understand the harmony. The pro- 
gram lasted from 3 until 6 o'clock, 

Hearing of Mrs. Robins’ efferts to bring the 
higher things of life into the social condifion 
of the working girls, the Angelus grand opera 
company at the Angelus Opera house, Wabash 
avenue and Hubbard court, presented the 
league with twenty-five tickets for Tuesday 
night.

Cream of Potato Soups. 


MONG the requests for soup recipes 

which have come lately is one for po- 

tato soups, of which there are numerous 

varieties, or, to speak a little more ex- 

actly, there are many variations on 
about three kinds of potato soups. 

A potato soup is a very simple thing to 
make in any one of the several ways. With 
a multiplication of ingredients, although pota- 
to may be prominent, the soup is hardly a po- 
tato soup. 

Any potato soup made with milk instead 6f 

beef stock may properly be called a cream of 
potato soup, 
- One of the very pleasant and very easy po- 
tato soups to make is made by adding a pint 
of milk to two or three mashed potatoes— 
more or less potato according to the desired 
consistency—and seasoning it well with butter, 
pepper, and salt. With nothing more added 
this is a good soup, but a well beaten egg may 
be put in the last minute to make it somewhat 
richer and of more food value, and some addi- 
tional seasoning to suit the taste. 

A variation on this in the interests of a 
rather minute economy, and with no loss in 
food value, is made by using the water in 
which the potatoes are bolled with only a little 
milk, in which case the egg at the end is a 
distinct addition,

A potato soup made by cooking together 
slices of raw potato with either an onion sliced 
or a stalk of celery is good, some butter being 
cooked into the soup, and milk with seasoning 
added in the last five minutes of cooking. 

Soup of the same sort which is to the taste 
of hearty people is made by frying dice of salt 
pork in the kettle first, then adding layers of 
sliced potatoes and onions, If thick this is 
really a potato chowder, or, as it is sometimes 
called, “a poverty stew.” The potato granu- 
lates instead of the slices keeping their shape, 
as when cooked in water, and this fact makes 
the. soup very palatable, A little milk should 
be added at the end. 

The following recipes have come from va- 
rious housekeepers: 

Cream of Potato Soup I.—Two cups of 
mashed potatoes, one cup of water, one-half 
teaspoonful shredded onion, two cups of sweet 
milk, one good teaspoon butter, one teaspoon 
salt, and a little pepper. Boil potato and water 
together until quite smooth, add onion and 
milk, and let scald, add salt, pepper; and but- 
ter, and serve, 

Cream of Potato Soup II.— Peel four large 
potatoes and boil until tender, boiling with 
them a stalk of celery. Drain and rub all 
through a wire sieve and season with pepper 
and salt. Melt one tablespoon of butter in a 
saucepan, add one soupspoonful of cornstarch 
mixed smoothly in cold water, boil two min- 
utes, add the creamed potatoes and one quart 
of milk, and bring to the boiling point. Have 
the white of an egg beaten stiffiy, add to the 
soup the moment before serving. Chop a sprig 
of paraley fine and sprinkle a little on the top 
of each plate, 7

Cream of Potato Soup III.— Peel four large 
potatoes, boll, and put through ricer or sieve, 
add-two cups of milk. boil five minutes. Melt 
one tablespoon of butter, remove from fire, and 
add one tablespoon of flour; stir this into the 
boiled milk and potatoes and cook ten minutes. 
Add salt and pepper and serve, 

Cream of Potato, Soup IV.—Three good sized 
potatoes, one pint of milk, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one slice of onion, one tablespoon of flour, 
salt and pepper to taste, one sprig of parsley. 
Pare and put potatoes on to boil in one quart 
of cold water. When half done (fifteen min- 
utes) drain and put into one pint of fresh boil- 
ing water. Add onion and parsley and boil until 
potatoes are well done, Put milk to boil In 
double boiler, press potatoes through sieve, 
rub butter and flour together, and stir into 
boiling milk until it thickens. Pour over.pota- 
toes, stir till smooth. 
may be necessary to add a little boiling water. 

Potato Soup.—Peel and cut in dice four me- 
dium sized potatoes, boil until soft in a pint of 
water, mash, and put back in the water in 
which they were boiled. Cut in small pieces 
two slices of bacon or salt pork, fry brown, 
take out meat, fry one large onion sliced, add 
the fried salt pork, onion, and fryings to pota- 
toes with half a pint of milk and a few sprigs 
of parsley cut fine. If necessary thicken with 
a very little flour; add salt and pepper to taste 
just before serving. Add a little boiling water 
if too thick, 


Serve immediately. It.

The impending exposure of conditions at 
Gary, Where Mayor Thomas K Knotts and a 
half dozen of his aldermen and other of- 
ficials have been arrested on charges of 
grafting. will probably be somewhat more 
extensive than the Knotts crowd has ex- 
pected. 

T. B. Dean, the mysterious stranger, has 
settled down to. the task of cleaning up the 
steel town where others have failed. He 
withdrew immediately after the arrests last 
Friday, returning to Crown Point, Ind., next 
day to perfect his affidavits. He left Chicago 
again last evening. He said frankly he 
would not risk spending a minute in Gary 
“after dark.“ He cited threats made 
against him, and recalled sluggings that have 
happened in Gary in the past 


Arranges to Safeguard Evidence. 

Dean has so arranged affairs that in the 
event of his sudden removal this evidence 
will be available for any one who will prose- 
cute. 

Dean is not a “ professional reformer.” 
He says he saw his chance to succeed where 
reformers have failed, and took it. Evidence 
he has collected will further suits not only 
for the grafting prosecution but also for per- 
jury prosecutions growing out of previous 
cases from Which the Gary officials have 
escaped scot free. 

The evidence in the grafting prosecution 
alone is enough to satisfy an amateur like 
me,“ sald Dean. I have seventeen records 
and seventeen witnesses, among them the 
leading citizens of Gary.“ 


Nyhoff to Be Arrested. 

John J. Nyhoff, former commissioner of 
public works at Gary, had expressed worry 
for fear he would be arrested. Dean gave 
him definite assurance that he would be. 
He signed the information on Saturday and 
turned it over to his lawyers, 

Dean told of the reasons why he left Gary 
before nightfall on Friday. 

When I came into town,” he said, “a 
friend met me at the station and asked me 
what I had with me. ‘ Nothing,’ I said. 
For God's sake, take this and go straight 
to your hotel,’ he cried, and slipped a re- 
volver in my pocket. When I got to the 
hotel I took it out and threw it away. I 
don't carry a gun. 

“Then a policeman, friendly to me, stole 
in and gave me the same story. He added 
that I was to be shot—shot through the head. 
A gun was to be planted beside me and the 
story was to be that a policeman had killed 
me in self-defense."’
